For the first two months of 
1947, the CPR had suffered an op- 
erating deficit, and Mr, Unwin said 
a check of records back to 1910 had 
shown no such condition ever oc- 
curing in that 36-year period. 


Recounting CPR moves to cut 
down expenses, Mr. Unwin said 
the company between 1936 and 
1946 had withheld $100,000,000 in 
earnings from its shareholders and 
used the amount to reduce its 
funded debt and for conditions and 
improvements 

ADDITIONS and betterments, he 
said, should be financed from earn- 
ings—rather than through borrow- 
ings—wherever possible. Borrow- 
ing could increase fixed charges 
without a corresponding increase 
in earnings, which involved “ser- 
ious risks.” 

Asked about the returns receiv- 
ed the CPR’s ordinary share- 
holders, the vice-president said 
that in the last 15 years they had 
received an average return of .92 
per cent per year in the amount in- 
vested

WASHINGTON, April 11 
—(AP)—President Roosevelt 
wrote Pope Pius XII on Sept 
3, 1941, that Russia's dictator- 
ship was less dangerous to 
humanity than Hitler's, a new- 
ly published book disclosed to- 


day. 
THE VOLUME ALSO says that 


the United States learned six 
months in advance of Hitler's plan 
to attack Russia, and promptly 


notified Moscow 

The book, published by the Mac- 
Millan Company, is entitled “War- 
time Correspondence Between 
President Roosevelt and Pope Pius 
X1I.” 

Myron C. Taylor, presidential 
representative to the Vatican, has 


written the introduction and ex 
planatory notes 

Because of Communist denial of 
religion, Taylor says in his notes 
the question of aiding Russia was 
a problem only for govern 
ments and nations but for al 
churches.

The people of this city may well be 
proud of the twenty-sixth exhibition held 
this last week in the Museum of Arts by the 
Edmonton Art Club. 


It would be an exaggeration to say that 
every painting shown was a masterpiece of 
conception and techneque. As in every show- 
ing of the kind there was a percentage of 
mediocrity. But the average of excellence 
was unusually high. And while the bad items 
were not very bad, the good ones were ex- 
ceptionally good. 

It would be strictly within the limits 
of truth to point out that nowhere on the 
North American continent could a commun- 
ity of this size produce such a commendable 
exhibit of art. 

The pertinent fact to be appreciated in 
a showing of this kind is not so much that 
the quality was high as that the quantity was 
satisfactory. For, from a community stand- 
point, it is not so important that Edmonton 
should produce a few great artists as that 
Edmonton should find a way to interest 
many people in some artistic medium of 
expression. 

From this standpoint, as well as from 
the standpoint of quality, the exhibition of 
the Art Club was a notable success. 


Compulsion When Needed 


Whatever motives may be attributed to 
Mr. John L. Lewis, the “safety strike” in 
United States coal mines will have one good 
effect there, and also wherever it is needed 
in Canada. 

Hereafter when official inspectors 
a mine in the United States is not safe, the 
matter will not end there. It will be some- 
body’s business to see that the operator 
makes it safe. 

That mora! will and should extend to 
mining in Canada, if in any area in the Do- 
minion compulsion is not already a part of 
existing mining laws and regulations. 

At best digging coal far below ground 
is a hazardous occupation, There is prob- 
ably no way to eliminate the hazard one 
hundred per cent. But there is no reason 
why “gassy’”’ mines should not be ventilated 
and every other known precaution taken to 
reduce the risk of accident. It should be the 
duty of public officials to see that this is 
done.

One Victory Anyway 

The second winter since the close of the 
war has passed without the occurrence of
